JAEIC is not something in need of study or action at this time.

It turns out that GMAIC, now 
WSSIC, has never been entirely satisfied with the yield data provided 
to them by JAEIC for the various weapons systems. I have asked 
Ev to have his committee take a more aggressive role in critiquing 
JAEIC 's yields and be assured that they are derived as effectively 
as possible. Other than this, however, Hineman has never found 
difficulty in dealing with JAEIC. He would leave t hing s as they are, 
and with his new committee and its broadened charge, is not anxious 
to take on anything in addition.
